A FTER I had ſpent many Years in the Study of the 
"\ Laws of this Realm, and was called to the Mini- 
ſtration of Fuſfice in my Country, I thought it not ſut- 
ficient to apply my ſelf only to the Precepts and Directi- 
ons bf former Times, but to obſerve ſuch new Accidents 
as daily happened within my Experience, the better to 
perform the Duties of my Place.
